The Recommendation. 


The report, which was presented to 


the convention by First Vice President 
James Duncan, of, the Granite Work- 
ers' union of Qulncy, Mass., says: 


A'Wc recommend that nn appeal be 


taken from the decision rendered Ir 
both the original injunction as well as 
the contempt case crowing out qf It 
We can not permit these decisions to 
go unchallenged. They affect funda- 
mental rights, and either the courts or 
congress must safeguard them. 


"We again enter our protest agalns 


the application <5f the writ of Injunction 
in labor dispute^. 


"We hold thiit the ordinary use o 


the Injunction writ In contentions be- 
tween worker* and employers is an 


• unwarranted 
interference with 
the 


rights and liberties of the workers and 
is intended and its influence used to 
Intimidate workers, especially 'when 
they are engaged in a struggle, for im- 
proved working conditions. It is a 
fact, however, that such injunctions 
are. issued."

Report on Secessions. 


In the matter of the 
controversj 


over;thc secession of a faction of the 
electrical workers, the executive coun- 
ell gives an exhaustive report. 'Undo 
section 1, article xi.,- of the constitu 
tion, central and state bodies char 
tered by the1 American Federation p 
Labor are prohibited from admitting 
to or retaining in membership seceding 
organizations. The report says:

Imperial Cortege 
Leaves 


Pekin for the Final 


Resting Place. 


Pekin, Nov. 3. — The cortege accom- 


panying the body of the late dowager 
empress of China on its eighty-mile 
journey to the eastern tombs left the 
forbidden city early this morning and 
passed outside of Pekin. 
The route 


along which the procession ..will travel 
was thronged with people .and a holi- 
day in memeory of the dowager em- 
press was observed. 


The new imperial guards escorted 


the foreign diplomats, who participat- 
ed in the procession for a distance of 
BOO yards. The members of the diplo- 
matic corps signalized the exit of the 
late ruler by a division in the vote 
taken .with 
to the time that 


the corps should attend the final rites. 
some of the diplomats declining to be 
present at 5 a. m. but agreeing on 7 
o'clock. In the end the legation guards, 
•with the exception of the officers, did 
not witness or participate in the cere- 
monies. 


The heads of the imperial clan ac- 


companied the coffin in state regalia. 
Th : foreigners were greeted at thp 
diplomatic pavilion by Prince Chun. 
the Chinese resent, and Prince Chins; 
formerly president of the board ot for- 
eign affairs and now adviser to the 
naval department.

Hepler's "Wife Said to Have 


Been Insulted by High- 


shew's Advances. 


South Bend, Ind., Nov. 9.—Edward 


Hepler, a prominent man of Mishawa- 
ka was taken into custody today pend- 
ing further investigation-of the mur- 
der of Enoch Highshew. Hepler is not 
locked in a cell but is detained at the 
police station. 


Later Hepler was released after an

Edward Hepler, sworn enemy of 


Highshew, who was mysteriously as- 
sassinated last Friday "night was tak- 
en into custody by the Mishawaka po 
lice and held pending a rigid examina- 
tion.

charge of a constable. 


Sheriff Kerr went-.to the scene of 


^the tragedy today to' take charge of 
the case, being dissatisfied with the 
work of the Mishawaka, police. Hepler 
Is the husband of the woman towards 
whom Highshew is alleged to ' have 
made improper advances at a country 
dance about a year ago. 
. It was announced early today that 
the police expected to be warranted In 
exposing by arrest within a few hours 
a man whom they suspect of the mur- 
der of Highshew, who was shot earlj 
Saturday morning as he was driving 
to his home near Mishawaka. 


Highshew settled an account with a 


grocer at 10:30 o'clock on Friday even- 
ing and the police today were bending 
ail their efforts -to arranging definitely 
the information they have of the mur- 
dered man's movement from that hour 
until midnight when he drove out o 
town. The .arrest of the man suspect-

but four priests In the Fort Wayne 
diocese who were ordained by BlMhop 
Luers; they are Rev. Anthony Kelt- 
man, of St. John's, Ind.. who Is re- 
tired; Rev. John U. DInnen, rector of 
St.- Mary's church, Lafayette; HBV 
Frederick VonSchweller, of Attica, and 
Rev. Anthony Messman, of Laporte.

Boiled Onions. 


What may seem like a minor point 


In the cooking of onions to be served 
as a vegetable is that they should be 
tender to the core or the result Is likely 
to be unpalatable.

stand for five minutes and drain. This 
may be repeated a second time if the 
onions are very full flavored.

ing any water. Stir often with a meta 
spoon. The sugar will' first lump Ilk 
tapioca, then slowly melt to a pale am 
her colored liquid. When the meltin 
begins, watch, and if the color is at a 
dark draw well to one side; when to 
much burned (colored too deeply) i 
has a bitter taste. When reduced to 
clear liquid pour a portion into th 
mold (or Into each, when individual 
are used) and turn round and roun 
quickly, that the caramel may be we
